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The authors observed Smilacina hondoensis Ohwi and S. yezoensis Fr. et Sav. 
on Mt. Naeba, and found out that both species were easily distinguished even 
in sterile or male plants, without seeing the stigma-characters of female flowers, as 
follows : 


S. hondoensis —Stem terete, brown-purplish, not striate at all; hairs on all 
over the surface of upper part of the stem or rachis; leaves usually undulate on the 
margin. 

S. yezoensis- —Stem terete, often brownish, distinctly 2-striate as well as rachis;. 
hairs always on the striated ridges of the stem or rachis; leaves not undulate.

Caudex brevis incrassatus, radices validas 2-3 mm crassas emissus. Caules pauci 
caespitosi 10-40 cm longi 1.5-5 mm crassi basi saepe decumbentes simplices leviter 
glauci fusco-purpurascentes; internodia 0.5-2 cm longa foliis multo breviora. Folia 
opposita vel alterna vel inferiora interdum temata, fere patentia leviter concava, 
crasse carnosa glauca in sicco dense punctata, nervis inconspicuis; mediana elliptica 
vel ovata apice breviter acutiuscula, basi rotundata vel obtusa sessilia vel interdum 
brevissime petiolata, margine irregulariter crenato-serrata serris obtusis interdum ob- 
scuris, 2-4cm longa 1.2-3.5cm lata; inferiora minora subobovata. Inflorescentia 
corymbosa 3-5 cm in diametro compacta interdum ramosa.

In general appearance this plant somewhat resembles Sedum Sieboldii Sweet, 
but is easily distinguished from the latter by greenish white flowers and ovate sub- 
sessile leaves. It is also near to S. sordidum Maxim, but clearly differs in having 
glaucous subsessile leaves, larger flowers and elongate petals. 
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
